The Powell County School 
Board meeting last Monday eve¬ 
ning had a lot on the agenda, but 
most of it was quickly handled. 
However, there was some discus¬ 
sions about new positions being 
created, a chemical hygiene plan 
being accepted and an answer 
to a question about adding days 
back to some administrators. 

The board opened the meet¬ 
ing by honoring the 2014 Lady 
Pirates high school softball 
team. The team made it to the 
region finals after a slow start. 
That was the nice part of the 
meeting. 

The board quickly approved 
their consent agenda of items 
like declaring a surplus auction 
for July 26, minutes of special 
meetings, the superintendents 
travel expenses, bus trip requests 
and setting up a walk-through of 
the schools before schools start. 
Then they got to the more seri¬ 
ous business side.

The times are always chang¬ 
ing and so too are the ways 
of telling someone about some¬ 
thing you believe in.

So I fought the idea for a while, 
but over time my mind has been 
changed.” 

James and William have taken 
surveys and found that many 
of the county’s church-goers 
admit to listening to contem¬ 
porary music. The message that 
Southern Gospel has been giv¬ 
ing for decades has been updat¬ 
ed and the younger generation is 
hearing it now. 

The radio station began 
operations in 1975 when Forest 
Drake started it. In the late 70s 
or early 80s Roger Wells took

Board approved a proposal last 
week to start the new sport at 
both the middle school and high 
school levels for the 2014-2015 
school year.

Who said working the night 
shift is boring? Ask Stanton 
Police Officer Phillip Frazier 
about that. A call about a pos¬ 
sible DUI doing some proper¬ 
ty damage in Clay City and a 
speeding suspect led to a foot 
chase and a man going to jail. 

All that happened just after 
1 a.m. on Monday morning. 

Powell County Dispatch re¬ 
ceived a call stating that Lin- 
ville Hendrix had destroyed 
property at a home on Win¬ 
chester Road. The caller also 
reported that Hendrix, 45, was 
extremely intoxicated and tak¬ 
en a 2003 Chevrolet Silverado 
pickup truck. 

A little while later Frazier, 
who was sitting in the Save- 
A-Lot parking lot in Stanton 
clocked the alleged stolen ve¬ 
hicle on East College Avenue 
at 65 m.p.h. in a 35 m.p.h. 
zone. That is when the action 
began. 

When Officer Frazier at¬ 
tempted to stop the Silverado, 
Hendrix stopped and began 
running away from Frazier. 
Frazier began pursuing him on 
foot, with Stanton Police Offi¬ 
cer Derek Townsend arriving 
to assist.

After about 40 minutes 
Hendrix was located at 58 Elm 
Street. He was taken into cus¬ 
tody at that time. 

Hendrix has been charged 
with speeding, DUI-third 
within 5 years (aggravating 
circumstances), driving on a 
DUI suspended operators li¬ 
cense second and fleeing from 
a police officer. 

Hendrix also had two arrest 
warrants out for him for DUI 
and driving on a suspended 
license from 2013. He was 
lodged in the Powell County 
Detention Center.

who allegedly assaulted a 11 
year old boy. 

Upon his arrival Frazier 
saw the alleged intoxicated 
man confronting the victims 
parents at their apartment 
doorway. Frazier reportedly 
advised the intoxicated man, 
Millard Tipton, 35, that he was 
under arrest for alcohol intox¬ 
ication. 

When Frazier attempted to 
handcuff Tipton, he attempt¬ 
ed to run towards the Stanton 
City Park. 

Frazier chased Tipton on 
foot and after a scuffle, placed 
him into handcuffs. Tipton 
now faces five various charges. 
He has been charged with al¬ 
cohol intoxication, criminal 
trespassing, fleeing from a 
police officer, resisting arrest, 
and he was served with an out¬ 
standing warrant for failure to 
pay on a charge of felony de¬ 
frauding a secured creditor. 

Frazier was reportedly told 
about a second report of Tip- 
ton assaulting a 21 year old 
female. Since the assault hap¬ 
pened outside of Frazier’s pres¬ 
ence, he advised the victims to 
seek arrest warrants through 
the Powell County Attorneys 
Office. Tipton was lodged in 
the Powell County Detention 
Center.

schools, as well as the main¬ 
tenance and transportation 
departments are handled cor¬ 
rectly and stored properly. 
Fellow board member Marty 
Burton said he liked the plan, 
but was worried that it did 
not go far enough or that once 
accepted it may be difficult to 
change. Burton used a water 
bottle to demonstrate being 
in compliance. He tore the pa¬ 
per off the bottle and showed 
it saying, “I took the paper off 
this bottle, now it is non-com- 
pliant. We have to make sure 
that the MSDS sheets for every 
chemical are present to remain 
in compliance. We have to 
make sure people are trained 
as well.” 

Griffin assured Burton and 
the board that one needs to be 
in place now and then amend¬ 
ments could be made to it if 
something was found to be 
lacking. “It can be tweaked if 
needed,” Griffin said. Jones, 
who is also the director of 
building and grounds for the 
district, added that a lot of the 
chemicals not needed have 
been removed and that all of 
the department heads would 
be trained. They would train 
those underneath them. 

Griffin thanked Monica 
Mynk, the high school chem¬ 
istry teacher, for the work she 
put into the chemical hygiene 
plan. The plan passed, but with 
the stipulation that it would be 
reviewed by the boards legal 
counsel to make sure every¬ 
thing needed was in the plan. 

The meeting continued and 
the board agreed to give three 
days back to the high school 
and middle school principals, 
as well as central office pro¬ 
gram directors that had been 
taken about three years ago 
to help when the district was 


struggling financially. The par¬ 
ties will now have a 240 day 
contract, up from the 237 days 
they have had the past three 
years. The board has made it 
clear in recent meetings that 
they wanted to fulfill a promise 
made when the days were tak¬ 
en to return them when things 
got financially better. 

Stanton Elementary School 
Principal James Crase asked 
the board and Tate if that 
meant that the elementary 
school principals were “left 
off” of the proposal. Tate an¬ 
swered, in a quick and what 
seemed like a more serious 
tone, “This should have been 
brought up at the dialogue, but 
I will answer it tonight, since 
you’ve asked the question.” 
Tate went on to say that the 
group getting their days back 
had been advised they would 
get them back when it was 
possible. He also said, “We’ll 
look at the job descriptions 
and address it. We may look at 
maybe bumping the elementa¬ 
ry principals up or even down 
a couple days.” 

The proposal to give the 
days back to the central office, 
high school and middle school 
administrators passed with a 
4-0 vote. Board member Diane 
Meadows was not present. 

The board also voted to ap¬ 
prove several payments that 
were due for the high school 
construction and renova¬ 
tion. A total of $400,676.96 
was approved for items like 
a sprinkler system, thermal 
equipment and other costs 
as set out in the construction 
plans. About $5,800 of that 
amount will actually be paid 
by the company as they put the 
sprinkler system back into the 
plans. 

The board also approved 
several agreements and con¬ 
tracts for the upcoming school 
year. They approved contracts 
with King & Points Physi¬ 
cal Therapy & Rehabilitation 


Services, Allen/Clark Speech 
Language Rehab Service, Inc. 
and has decided to go with a 
new tipline program offered 
by the state. That tipline pro¬ 
gram called S.T.O.P. (Safety 
Tipline, Online Prevention) is 
from the Kentucky Center for 
School Safety and is offered 
free to schools. According to 
Jones, who is also the director 
of school safety for the district, 
the current program being 
used costs the district about 
$2,800 a year. 

“I like to hear the word free,” 
Curtis said with a smile. “If it 
provides us with what we need 
and its free I like it.” All of the 
items passed with a 4-0 vote. 

The board also voted to 
approve a contract for two 
School Resource Officers for 
the upcoming school year., as 
well as with Bluegrass.org for 
the PACE program. They also 
approved making soccer a 
team sport in the high school 
and middle school for the 

2014- 2015 school year. Volley¬ 
ball will become a team sport 
in the middle school in the 

2015- 2016 school year. 

The board also approved 
adding a day to the 2014-2015 
school calendar. The day in 
question is the annual Central 
Kentucky Education Associ¬ 
ation (CKEA) day which by 
law the school had to be out 
and educators were scheduled 
to attend necessary training. 
However, the law has changed 
according to district director 
of pupil personnel, Sarah Was¬ 
son. This upcoming school 
year the date was supposed to 
be Mar. 20, the day before the 
Reading Celebration. Staff and 
students often used that day to 
help with setting up the cele¬ 
bration. Now the day will be 
added to the schedule as a reg¬ 
ular school day. 

The school year is scheduled 
to begin Aug. 4 and the next 
school board meeting is set for 
Aug. 11.

Sheltowee Trace: Kentucky’s 
longest trail system turns 35 


The Sheltowee Trace was 
officially dedicated as part of 
the National Recreation Trail 
system in 1979. After 35 years, 
the trail remains as Kentucky’s 
longest distance trail, currently 
estimated at 307 miles. 

“The Sheltowee Trace is a 
major tourist attraction for 
eastern Kentucky,” said Forest 
Supervisor Frank Beum, Dan¬ 
iel Boone National Forest. 

“The trail takes visitors 
through some of the most sce¬ 
nic natural areas that you’ll 
find anywhere, and you can 
enjoy this spectacular scenery 
year round,” added Beum. 

The trail is managed for 
multiple recreational uses, 
which include hiking, horse¬ 
back riding, mountain biking 
and, in some designated sec¬ 
tions, off-highway vehicles. 

Steve Barbour, executive 
director of the Sheltowee 
Trace Association, a volunteer 
non-profit organization that 
helps maintain the trail, says 
the Trace has grown in prom¬ 
inence over the last few years. 
The trail is recognized both lo¬ 
cally and nationally as a signif¬ 
icant opportunity for outdoor 
recreation. 

“The trail’s 35th anniversary 
is good reason to celebrate,” 
said Barbour. “The Sheltowee 
Trace helps support our local 
economies through tourism, 
luring thousands of outdoor 
enthusiasts each year to our 
forests and wilderness areas.” 

The STA volunteers work 
to keep the trail clear of fallen 
trees, build stairs, bridges and 
other trail structures, install 
and maintain signs, and con¬ 
duct other trail maintenance 
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activities. 

From north to south, the 
Sheltowee Trace stretches 
from Rowan County to its 
southern terminus in Tennes¬ 
see. All but about 28 miles of 
the trail occur in Kentucky. 

The trail is named after 
Daniel Boone, who was given 
the name Sheltowee by Chief 
Blackfish of the Shawnee 
Tribe. In Shawnee, the name 
means “Big Turtle.” 

The trail transects through 
portions of the Daniel Boone 
National Forest, Big South 
Fork National River and Rec¬ 


reation Area, Cumberland 
Falls State Resort Park, Natu¬ 
ral Bridge State Resort Park, 
and along the shores of the 
Cumberland River, Cave Run 
Lake and Laurel River Lake. 

A portion of the trail in 
Rowan County is currently 
undergoing relocation. Ap¬ 
proximately 11 miles will be 
rerouted to include the city 
limits of Morehead, which was 
recently declared a Kentucky 
Trail Town. The relocation 
will reduce the amount of trail 
connections along two major 
highways.

But fighting someone else’s 
battle was something I used 
to do just for fun when I was 
younger.

When it comes to helping smokers quit, states are lacking in coverage 


With more than 8 million 
Americans now accessing 
health insurance through new 
options in the Affordable Care 
Act (ACA), there has never 
been a more crucial time for 
policymakers and insurance 
plans to act to save lives-and 
public dollars-by expanding 
and easing access to tools and 
treatments to help smokers 
quit, according to the Ameri¬ 
can Lung Association’s “Help¬ 
ing Smokers Quit: Tobacco 
Cessation Coverage 2014” re¬ 
port. 

Released today (July 22), 
the annual report notes that 
many lives and billions of state 
and federal dollars- including 
over $800 million in Medic¬ 
aid spending -could be saved 
by ensuring that coverage un¬ 
der the ACA comprehensively 
helps smokers end their nico¬ 
tine addiction. 

The Lung Association’s an¬ 
nual report reviews each state’s 
efforts to help smokers quit 
and provides an up-to-date 
look at federal coverage and 
requirements for quit smoking 
treatments under the Afford¬ 
able Care Act. 

Kentucky Needs to Do More 
to Help Smokers Quit 

Kentucky Medicaid plans 
cover one tobacco cessation 
medication, but otherwise cov¬ 
erage of the other six FDA-ap¬ 
proved medications and three 
types of cessation counseling 
varies by health plan. 

The state’s marketplace 
benchmark essential health 


benefit plan does not provide 
coverage of any medications. 

While Kentucky does not 
require co-payments for to¬ 
bacco cessation, step therapy 
or lifetime limits on quit at¬ 
tempts, there are variations 
among plans on annual limits 
on quit attempts, requirements 
for prior authorization, coun¬ 
seling and length of treatment. 

“Kentucky has made great 
strides in opening up access 
to healthcare to thousands of 
residents through its health 
insurance marketplace,” said 
Barry Gottschalk, President 
and CEO of the American 
Lung Association of the Mid¬ 
land States. “However, figuring 
out what tobacco cessation 
assistance is available can be 
daunting for smokers seeking 
to quit. We call on our state of¬ 
ficials to remove barriers and 
provide clear information on 
what coverage people can ex¬ 
pect across all plans.” 

States Could Save Up to $833 
Million in Medicaid Spending 

The report noted that signif¬ 
icant savings in public spend¬ 
ing could be achieved by mak¬ 
ing sure smokers on Medicaid 
have broader access to com¬ 
prehensive smoking cessation 
resources. 

People enrolled in tradition¬ 
al Medicaid smoke at much 
higher rates than the general 
population (30.1 percent ver¬ 
sus 18.1 percent for ages 18- 
65). Smoking-related diseases 
cost Medicaid programs an 
average of $833 million in tax¬ 


payer dollars per state in 2013. 

The Lung Association’s re¬ 
port determined that: 

• Kentucky is not among the 
35 states that charge copays for 
tobacco cessation treatments 
for individuals enrolled in 
Medicaid. This should encour¬ 
age Kentuckians to use avail¬ 
able treatments; 

• Only two states provide 
comprehensive cessation cov¬ 
erage for all Medicaid enroll- 
ees: Indiana and Massachu¬ 
setts. 

Tobacco use is the leading 
preventable cause of death in 
the United States, costing our 
economy up to $333 billion 
annually. In the report, the 
American Lung Association 
asserts that: 

• Every smoker, including 
those on Medicaid, needs ac¬ 
cess to a comprehensive tobac¬ 
co cessation benefit 

• Quit smoking treatments 
must be provided at no cost 
and be easy to access 

• Insurance plans and em¬ 
ployers should publicize what 
treatments are available and 
how to access them 

• Insurance plans and em¬ 
ployers should not make it 
harder for tobacco users to 
afford health insurance by 
charging them more in premi¬ 
ums 

A comprehensive quit 
smoking benefit includes all 
medications FDA-approved 
for smoking cessation and 
three types of cessation coun¬ 
seling recommended by the 


Public Health Service Guide¬ 
line on Treating Tobacco Use 
and Dependence: 

• Nicotine gum 

• Nicotine patch 

• Nicotine lozenge 

• Nicotine nasal spray 

• Nicotine inhaler 

• Bupropion 

• Varenicline 

• Individual counseling 

• Group counseling 

• Phone counseling 

In addition to making all 
these treatments available, the 
American Lung Association 
says that insurance plans and 
policymakers must help smok¬ 
ers by not requiring copays or 
prior authorization, and not 
limiting the number of times a 
smoker can get the benefit per 
year or lifetime. 

“Investing in smoking cessa¬ 
tion programs has shown up to 
a 3-to-l return on investment,” 
said Gottschalk. “And we 
know the 2014 Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral’s report concluded that to¬ 
day’s cigarette is more deadly 
and addictive than ever, mak¬ 
ing this investment not only 
smart, but necessary.” 

Tobacco Surcharges May 
Put Health Insurance Out of 
Reach for Families 

The ACA allows individu¬ 
al and small group insurance 
plans to charge tobacco us¬ 
ers up to 50 percent more in 
premiums than nonsmokers. 
This surcharge can be a differ¬ 
ence of thousands of dollars 
per year for a smoker, and the 
Lung Association is concerned 


surcharges could make health 
insurance unaffordable for to¬ 
bacco users and their families. 
Eleven states, however, have 
chosen to limit or prohibit 
these surcharges, including 
Kentucky. 

Lack of Information about 
What Private Health Plans 
Cover Makes it Hard for Pa¬ 
tients to Make Healthcare 
Choices 

With new requirements for 
preventive services being im¬ 
plemented and more patients 
enrolling in health coverage 
through the ACA, the public 
is encountering barriers to ac¬ 
cessing information on what 
treatments health plans actu¬ 
ally cover, including smoking 
cessation treatments. Patients 
need this information to make 
informed choices when select¬ 
ing and enrolling in healthcare 
plans. Additionally, this trans¬ 
parency is needed to evaluate 
whether plans are providing 
the right treatments to smok¬ 
ers who want to quit and other 
patients. The American Lung 
Association urges HHS and 
state policymakers to require 
that health plans make this in¬ 
formation publically available. 

To help inform decisions 
and address outstanding needs 
for providing comprehensive 
smoking cessation coverage, 
the American Lung Associ¬ 
ation created an Action Plan 
for Policymakers, listing crit¬ 
ical steps to be taken by the 
federal government, state gov¬ 
ernments and health plans, 


employers and health systems 
to ensure that those who want 
to quit get the help they need 
to succeed. The plan can be 
found as part of the entire re¬ 
port, found at www.lung.org/ 
helpingsmokersquit. 

Three Bold Goals 

In January 2014, the Amer¬ 
ican Lung Association and 
our public health and medical 
partners announced our plans 
to end tobacco use through the 
creation of three bold goals:

Notebooks, pencils and 
clothes are at the top of most 
back-to-school lists, but a 
comprehensive eye exam 
should be included as well. 

State law requires children 
ages 3 through 6 to have a vi¬ 
sion exam if they are entering 
a public school or preschool 
program for the first time. 

“Having childrens eyes ex¬ 
amined is one of the most im¬ 
portant things parents can do 
to support their childrens ed¬ 
ucation and good health,” said 
Dr. Elaine DeSario, an optom¬ 
etrist in Louisa, Ky. “Research 
shows that vision problems 
are a major factor in limiting 
childrens abilities to learn and 
succeed.” 

Up to 13 percent of children 
age 5 and younger have some 
type of vision condition. After 
age 5, that number increases to 
25 percent. 

“All parents should have 
their childrens eyes examined 
because many problems may 
not be obvious to them or their 
childrens teachers,” DeSario 
said. “Young children don’t re¬ 
alize that the way they see the 
world may not be the way it 
should be. 


“Early diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment can prevent loss of sight 
from amblyopia, which is 
commonly called lazy eye. Un¬ 
fortunately, 50 percent of all 
cases of amblyopia are not di¬ 
agnosed until after age 5, when 
it is difficult to correct.” 

Amblyopia is the leading 
cause of vision loss in people 
under age 40 — more than 
injuries or any other disease. 
However, it is almost 100 per¬ 
cent treatable if detected early. 

DeSario also said an eye ex¬ 
amination is particularly im¬ 
portant if your child exhibits 
any of these signs of possible 
eye problems: 

Loses his place while read¬ 
ing, holds the book closer than 
normal or uses his finger to 
maintain his place while read¬ 
ing. 

Avoids close work. 

Tends to rub her eyes. 

Complains of frequent 
headaches. 


Turns or tilts his head, or 
squints, to use only one eye. 

Omits or confuses small 
words when reading aloud. 

Consistently performs be¬ 
low academic potential 

Many private insurance 
plans, Medicaid and KCHIP 
cover these exams. A compre¬ 
hensive eye exam and glasses 
also are an essential benefit 
under the Affordable Care Act. 

In addition, private pro¬ 
grams are available to help 
families meet these expenses, 
such as the Kentucky Vision 
Project, which is sponsored 
by the Kentucky Optometric 
Association and has donated 
millions of dollars in vision 
care.

have their babies. This brought 
along lots of stress from local beef cattle owners who had to sit 
with their momma cows and their new babies, break the ice, 
bring in the food and just simply babysit until weather condi¬ 
tions became manageable. 

Lots of farmers complained that their cows were calving in the 
middle of the winter. Most had to be reminded that there was 
a reason that was happening at that time-in the dead of winter. 

Maintaining a controlled breeding and calving season can be 
one of the most important management tools for cow-calf pro¬ 
ducers. Uniform, heavier and more valuable calves are key rea¬ 
sons to keep the breeding season short. Plus, more efficient cow 
supplementation and cow herd health programs are products of 
a short breeding season. However, you shouldn’t convert from 
yearlong breeding to a shortened breeding season without a lot 
of planning. 

A system for converting from year-round to a 75-day con¬ 
trolled calving season over a period of two years presents less 
loss and fewer problems than to trying to convert in one year. 
Here are some suggestions for getting on a controlled breeding 
system: 

1. Determine the ideal time of year and the length of your new 
calving season. For example, decide you want your cows to calve 
from Feb. 15 to April 30 (74 days). 

2. Determine the reproductive status of each cow in your 
herd. First, go to your record book to determine the last date 
each cow calved. If you don’t keep records, try to match the cows 
and calves up and estimate their age. 

3. Based on the reproductive status of your herd, determine if 
you would like one or two controlled calving seasons. 

4. Build a good strong bull pen or well-fenced bull pasture. 
You may need an electric fence in addition to the regular fence.

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spring-calving cows, then put the bull in for the fall cows around 
Nov. 20 and remove him around Jan. 20.

5. Remove your bulls from the herd. Select the removal 
date to coincide with an approximate 120-day season for your 
spring-calving cows. 

6. Sixty days after removing the bulls from the herd (or at a 
convenient time near this date), pregnancy check all cows and 
cull all non-pregnant, dry, breeding-age females that have been 
running with the bull and all non-pregnant cows with calves 5 
months of age or older. Your fall-calving cows have likely either 
calved or are very close to calving. 

7. You may want to consider starting the breeding season of 
your replacement heifers 20 to 30 days ahead of the final breed¬ 
ing date for your herd. Most extended calving seasons are the 
result of failure of young cows to rebreed in a timely fashion. 
The additional 20 to 30 days enhances the opportunity for these 
young cows to rebreed next season. So, if you have spring-calv¬ 
ing cows, replacement heifer breeding season would start around 
April 10, and these females would begin calving around Jan. 20. 
This may be a bit early for calving, and you might experience 1 
to 2 percent higher calf loss. Financially 1 to 2 percent loss is 
easier to swallow than a 25 percent decrease in pregnancy rate 
the following year. 

8. The second year, follow the same system as outlined above 
except remove the bull on the week of July 20. If you have fall and

July may have been cooler 
than normal, but there still 
have been some really hot day 
Inside a car a cool-ish 80 de¬ 
gree day can turn into a quick 
120 degrees inside a car. And 
with the hottest month of the 
year, August, just around the 
corner, you really need to be 
aware of some simple rules. 

The Kentucky State Police 
remind parents not to leave 
a child alone in a hot car as 
temperatures in the Bluegrass 
are on the rise. It may seem 
like common sense, but every 
year law enforcement agencies 
answer calls about unattended 
children in vehicles. The Na¬ 
tional Safety Council (NSC) 
reports that nine children have 
already died in 2014 from be¬ 
ing left in hot cars across the 
U.S. 

An ongoing study by San 
Francisco State University es¬ 
timates that since 1998, there 
have been 615 heatstroke 
deaths of children left in ve¬ 
hicles, an average of 38 deaths 
per year. Most of those deaths 
were children under the age of 
two-years. 

In 2000, Kentucky passed 
“Bryan’s Law,” which makes a 


person liable for second-de¬ 
gree manslaughter or first-de¬ 
gree wanton endangerment for 
leaving a child younger than 
eight years of age in a motor 
vehicle where circumstances 
pose a grave risk of death. The 
law was named after 11-month 
old Bryan Puckett, who died 
July 13, 1999 after being left in 
a hot car by his babysitter. 

KSP spokesman Sgt. Mi¬ 
chael Webb says most people 
know the dangers of leaving a 
child in a hot car, but each year 
these senseless tragedies con¬ 
tinue to occur. 

“A child’s body heats up 
three to five times faster than 
that of an adult,” says Webb. 
“The temperature inside a 
car can rise 19 degrees in 10 
minutes. Together, this can be 
deadly in a very short period 
of time.” 

Kentucky’s last reported 
death from a child being left 
in a car was during 2012 in 
Louisville. The NSC reports 
that 44 children died last year 
from vehicular heatstroke in 
the U.S. 

Webb offers the following 
safety tips: 

• Never leave a child in an 


unattended car, even with the 
windows down. 

• Be sure that all occupants 
leave the vehicle when unload¬ 
ing. Don’t overlook sleeping 
babies. 

• Always lock your car. If 
a child is missing, check the 
car first, including the trunk. 
Teach your children that vehi¬ 
cles are never to be used as a 
play area. 

• Keep a stuffed animal in 
the car seat and when the child 
is put in the seat place the ani¬ 
mal in the front with the driver 
as a reminder. 

• Place your purse or brief¬ 
case in the back seat as a re¬ 
minder that you have your 
child in the car. 

• Make ‘look before you 
leave’ a routine whenever you 
get out of the car. 

Webb says while a person 
will face criminal charges for 
leaving a child in a car, the 
pain and guilt from making 
such a mistake will last far lon-

The Office of Autism will 
create a centralized location 
to coordinate statewide and 
regional efforts to enhance the 
quality of life and indepen¬ 
dence to individuals with an 
autism spectrum disorder and 
to support their families and 
caregivers. 

The office will improve co¬ 
ordination of autism resourc¬ 
es within the system of care 
supporting both children and 
adults with autism and help 
make those resources avail¬ 
able to families and self-advo¬ 
cates. The office will provide 
administrative support to the 
Advisory Council on Autism 
Spectrum Disorders to unify 
and promote initiatives aimed 
at improving Kentucky’s sys¬ 
tem of care. 

The CCSHCN has a long 
history of serving as a co¬ 
ordinator of services in the 
sometimes fragmented health 
care system to help ease the 


burden of chronic conditions 
for families and individu¬ 
als. CCSHCN’s new autism 
office will work to coordinate 
throughout the cabinet with 
others that currently provide 
services and supports to fam¬ 
ilies and individuals coping 
with behavioral manifesta¬ 
tions of autism spectrum dis¬ 
orders. These agencies include 
the Department for Behav¬ 
ioral Health, Developmental 
and Intellectual Disabilities; 
Department for Medicaid Ser¬ 
vices; Department for Com¬ 
munity Based Services; De¬ 
partment of Public Health; 
and Family Resource and 
Youth Service Centers. The 
CCSHN will also coordinate 
with other state agencies, such 
as Kentucky Department for 
Education. 

Amy Cooper-Puckett has 
been selected as the director 
for the new office. 

“Kentucky has an opportu¬ 
nity to integrate physical and 
behavioral health services for 
persons on the Autism Spec¬ 
trum and it is my privilege to

Encouraging word: The foundation of a nation 


Early in my educational experience, I was introduced 
to Patrick Henry, one of the founding fathers of our 
nation. Henry was an ardent supporter of the American 
Revolution and its struggle for independence. But he is 
primarily remembered for a line from a speech he gave 
in St. Johns Church in Richmond, Virginia in 1775. In 
that famous speech, he said, “Forbid it, Almighty God! 
I know not what course others may take; but as for me, 
give me liberty or give me death!” 

After the colonies became independent and a con¬ 
stitution for the new nation had been written and 
adopted, Patrick Henry strongly supported amending the constitution by 
adding the Bill of Rights, the first of which is: “Congress shall make no law 
respecting the establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof.” 

Patrick Henry was a man of faith. His last will and testament gives sig¬ 


nificant insight into his beliefs. In the last paragraph of his will, he wrote, 
“I have now disposed of all my property to my family; there is one thing 
more I wish I could give them, and that is the Christian faith. If they had 
this, and I had not given them one shilling, they would be rich; but if they 
had not that, and I had given them all the world, they would be poor.” 

Thomas Jefferson said, “Can the liberties of a nation be thought secure, 
when we have removed their only firm basis, a conviction in the minds of 
the people that these liberties are the gift of God?” 

The founding fathers of his nation gave us the basic principles and ideals 
that became the foundation of the nation. 

Now, those basic principles and ideals are under attack. There are those 
who desire to remove them in order to created a secular nation. Case after 
case has gone to the courts, and court ruling have become restrictive. If 
certain things are associated with religious practices, they are unlawful 
and those rulings prohibit “the free exercise” of religion.

In my job, there are days 
when I feel like the bad guy 
or the bearer of bad news be¬ 
cause I have the responsibili¬ 
ty to inform my patients that 
they have a dental problem 
that needs attention. Most 
of the time, the issue is re¬ 
lated to tooth decay Some¬ 
times the decay is leaking in 
around an old filling. Other 
times, it started because of the 
deep grooves that developed 
within the tooth that were 
not reachable with the tooth¬ 
brush. These situations are 
unfortunate and can happen in 
spite of the best efforts of the 
patient and I am sympathetic 
to them. However, I want to 
bring attention to a very com¬ 
mon factor in tooth decay and 
attempt to give hope to anyone 
who wants to gain control and 
bring predictability to their 
oral health. Whats the fac¬ 
tor? It goes by many names: 
Soft Drinks, Pop, Soda, Coke, 
or more commonly around 
here- Ale 8! 

Relax! I’m not going to sug¬ 
gest that you have to empty all 
the pop out of your refriger¬ 
ator. But I’m convinced that 
some awareness needs to be 
brought to the subject so that 
the public can understand why 
soft drinks can be so destruc¬ 
tive to teeth. First of all, hear 
me say that I’m not totally 
against soft drinks. I also eat 
Oreos, Doritoes, and other 
junk food. But before anyone 


takes that as a green light to 
stop worrying about their in¬ 
take, hear me out on this very 
important issue. 

The WAY that soft drinks 
are consumed is more import¬ 
ant than whether or not they 
are consumed. It’s all about 
the amount of time the sugar 
and acid are allowed to have 
exposure to the teeth and it re¬ 
ally doesn’t matter whether it’s 
regular or diet. Studies have 
shown that diet pop is just as 
acidic as regular, sometimes 
more. And the acid is what 
wreaks havoc on tooth enam¬ 
el. Frequent exposure of teeth 
to the acidity of soft drinks will 
begin to decalcify or weaken 
the enamel. Once it goes on 
long enough, day in and day 
out, that weakened enamel is 
a sitting duck for the natural 
bacteria in the mouth to start 
a cavity Since there are 28 
teeth in the adult mouth, not 
counting wisdom teeth, you 
can see how this can be quite a 
big problem. In fact, depend¬ 
ing on how long the process is 
allowed to go on, some teeth 
might need to be extracted. 

I’d like to give some di¬ 
rection to anyone who has 
an open ear about this top¬ 
ic. First of all, if you are deal¬ 
ing with the dental effects of 
regular pop consumption, see 
your dentist. The worst thing 
for you to do is to ignore it be¬ 
cause decay always progress¬ 
es. Also, if anyone is interested 
in being extreme and is willing 
to eliminate soft drinks entire¬ 
ly from your household, more 
power to you! I’ll be your big¬ 
gest cheerleader. However, I 
try to be a realist and under¬ 
stand that it’s not likely that 
people will take that approach. 

Here are some tips for re¬ 
sponsible soft drink consump¬ 
tion: 

1) Moderation! Simply don’t 
drink a lot of soft drinks. Con¬ 
sider it a treat. Reward your¬ 
self with it after some accom¬ 
plishment. Parents, let your 
kids have pop if they’re hav¬ 
ing a sleepover or watching a 
movie. Just put some sort of 
boundary in place to keep it 
in moderation and don’t let it 
turn into an everyday habit. 

2) If you’re going to drink 
soft drinks, drink them with 


meals. Chewing food keeps 
the sugar and acid from having 
so much contact with the teeth 
and reduces the bad effects. 

3) Don’t sip soft drinks 
over long periods of time 
throughout the day! This 
way of drinking is probably 
the biggest reason people de¬ 
velop major problems with 
their teeth associated with soft 
drinks. It would be better to 
drink 3 in a row in 30 minutes 
than to sip one while working 
at your desk that lasts you all 
day long. Don’t be a sipper! 

4) Drink water after drink¬ 
ing soft drinks. The goal here 
is to get the residue off the 
teeth. Remember, there is a 
film of sugar and acid left on 
the teeth after drinking soft 
drinks. Getting it off quick¬ 
ly reduces the exposure time. 

5) Brush your teeth after 
drinking soft drinks. Keep a 
toothbrush in your car or at 
work so that you can brush 
during the day. 

6) Never drink soft drinks 
and then go to bed without 
brushing and certainly don’t 
keep a can or bottle of it on 
the nightstand by your bed so 
that you can sip it through the 
night. That’s asking for trou¬ 
ble. 

There are probably more 
ways to handle soft drinks re¬ 
sponsibly but these are just a 
few that will give you a good 
start to reducing your risk of 
tooth decay caused by soda 
pop. And don’t forget that if 
you want to get serious and 
extreme (gazelle-intensity, as 
Dave Ramsey would say), it’s 
possible to quit soft drinks al¬ 
together. However, if you’re 
going to consume soft drinks, 
please drink responsibly.

Graduated Drivers 


Practice safety at the shooting range

The cooler temperatures and lower 
humidity that spread across Kentucky 
this week made it feel more like early fall 
than the dog days of summer. 

Fall hunting season seems closer with 
a crispness in the air in mid-July. And in 
reality it isn’t far off. Early fall squirrel 
season in Kentucky opens in less than a 
month. 

Spending time at the shooting range 
now not only is fun but it’s also a sure¬ 
fire way to ensure you’ll be ready when it 
counts this fall. 

“Ranges are established places where 
people go to shoot rifles, pistols, shot¬ 
guns, even archery” said Bill Baida, 
Hunter Education Supervisor with the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “Rarely are all of these 
done at the same time and at the same 
range.” 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife has pub¬ 
lic shooting ranges (tube, trap and skeet, 
and archery) on select wildlife manage¬ 
ment areas in Kentucky A complete list 
is available online at fw.ky.gov. 

These public shooting ranges are self- 
serve, trap and skeet ranges are open to 
organized clubs or groups and must be 
reserved 30 days in advance - and us¬ 
ers must comply with the posted rules. 
Some of the guidelines are based on 
courtesy; the majority focus on safety 

“When you get to a range, there 
should be a sign that clearly marks what 
the range is for,” Baida said. “Be aware 
of what you can and cannot use on each 
range because these ranges are placed 
and have safety zones according to the 
firearms they’re designed to handle.” 

The basic rules of firearms safety still 
apply at the range: 

Treat every firearm as if it’s loaded. 
Keep the action open and the firearm 
unloaded until you’re ready to fire. 

Make sure you point the firearm in a 
safe direction. At a range, that’s designat¬ 


ed as toward the target. Never point it at 
yourself or others. 

Keep your finger off the trigger until 
you’re ready to shoot. 

Know your target and what’s in front 
of or behind it. 

“Probably the most common thing 
I see on rifle ranges is people still han¬ 
dling a firearm on the firing line while 
people are down range,” Baida said. “For 
safety and courtesy that’s something you 
shouldn’t do when people have gone 
down range to work on targets.” 

The same applies for shotgunners. 

“From time to time people need to go 
down to the trap houses and reload the 
thrower,” Baida said. “Again, you should 
not be handling your firearms when 
someone does that. Most shotgun rang¬ 
es are pretty good about having a rack 
to put your shotgun in when you’re not 
shooting.” 

Aside from proper handling of fire¬ 
arms, there are two other safety mea¬ 
sures to keep in mind. 

Eye and ear protection are required at 
all times. 

Depending on the weather, an anti-fog 
lens cleaner may need to be applied to 
safety glasses. 

“Another thing that helps keep your 


glasses from fogging up is to take off 
your hat,” Baida said. 

Hearing damage is irreversible, and 
the sound of your firearm going off 
should not be the signal to protect your 
ears. 

Baida advises wearing ear plugs and 
ear muffs when shooting anything other 
than a .22 caliber firearm. 

“With a .22,1 recommend one or the 
other,” Baida said. 

As more people visit the shooting 
range with the fall hunting season draw¬ 
ing closer, be even more aware of what’s 
going on around you. Don’t be bashful 
about calling for a cease fire if you ob¬ 
serve a potentially dangerous situation. 

“Everyone should stop shooting and 
figure out what’s going on and fix it,” 
Baida said. “It’s not a big deal. Just get 
it done. If someone gets hurt then it’s a 
big deal.”

License course now 
offered online 


The Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet (KYTC) today 
announced an online version 
of the Graduated Driver Li¬ 
cense course for teaching safe 
driving techniques to begin¬ 
ning drivers. 

The online program rep¬ 
resents a fourth option for 
completing the course, which 
is required before a learner’s 
permit can be replaced with 
an unrestricted driver’s li¬ 
cense. 

Until now, three options 
were available: 

• A four-hour Graduated 
Driver License course pro¬ 
vided by KYTC in the driv¬ 
er’s home county The course 
is offered for free, and at least 
two courses are held per 
year in each of the state’s 120 
counties. 

• High school driver’s ed¬ 
ucation course or a similar 
course offered by a Kentucky 
community college, voca¬ 
tional School or Job Corps. 

• Private driver training 
course at a driver train¬ 
ing school approved by the 
KYTC Division of Driver Li¬ 
censing. 

The new, fourth option is 
an online course adminis¬ 
tered by I Drive Safely a driv¬ 
er education website. 

“Our hope is to make op¬ 
tions available for every sit¬ 
uation,” said Rodney Kuhl, 
KYTC commissioner of the 
Department of Vehicle Reg¬ 
ulation. “We understand 
people have busy schedules, 
and this new online option 
just adds another convenient 
way for those struggling to 
find time for our classroom 
course.” 

The online course, which 
costs $15, takes about four 


hours to complete. The course 
can be taken when conve¬ 
nient for the driver and at the 
driver’s own pace, as long as 
the course is completed with¬ 
in 270 days of the initiated 
login. The money charged 
for the course is collected by 
the website administering the 
course, not the state. 

Nearly 35,000 students 
take the Graduated Driv¬ 
er License course each year. 
Students taking the online 
course may have to wait 24 
to 48 hours before comple¬ 
tion of the course shows up 
on their driving records. But 
after the course is complete, 
a confirmation email will 
be sent to the student. The 
course is available online at 
http://teen.idrivesafely.com/ 
Kentucky/. 

Once drivers have com¬ 
pleted the course, along with 
other requirements under 
Kentucky’s Graduated Driver 
License Law, they are eligible 
for an unrestricted driver’s 
license. Guidelines for the 
state’s Graduated Driver Li¬ 
cense Law can be found on¬ 
line at transportation.ky.gov/ 
Driver-Licensing/Pages/ 
Graduated-Driver-Licens- 
ing-Program.aspx. 

Commissioner Kuhl said 
the public’s interest in on¬ 
line driver training became 
apparent after launch of an 
online version of State Traffic 
School for drivers cited for 
traffic violations. 

“The online Graduated 
Driver License Course is a 
logical extension of our ser¬ 
vices and another way to in¬ 
crease convenience for those 
looking for classes,” Commis¬ 
sioner Kuhl said.
